The German ambassador's last 
ficial day in his embassy was an event- 
ful one.

The ambassador arose this morning 
with the feeling that before the day 
was over his diplomatic connection 
with the United States would end. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock he received a 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
in his study. The ambassador was busy 
signing checks for personal bills. He 
Swung around in the deep red leather 
chair at his desk.

Von Bernstorff's Kyes Moist. 

When he came back into his study 
his eyes were moist and he said: 

“So it is really true. I’m so sorry. 
However, as you know, I expected it. 
I never expected anything else. There 
was nothing left for the United States 
to do. I wonder how I aan going to 
get home? 

“Ll suppose | will get my passports 
any time now. But I certainly am not 
surprised at. the action that has been 
taken. My .eople in Berlin will not 
be surprised either. They knew what 
was coming when they declared un- 
restricted submarine warfare. How- 
ever, I have simply been here to carry 
out the orders of my government and 
{ have done so. I haven’t had any 
communication from my government 
for the last day or so and now I sup- 
pose I will be unable to communicate 
with them at all, since the use of my 
code probably will not be allowed and 
1 could not send messages in plain 
language.”

IMINOUS SIGNS 
FOR MONTHS. 


For months, ever since relations with 
Germany became acute, there have 
heen ominous signs of threatened ac- 
tivities of German sympathizers and 
disloyal Americans if diplomatic rela- 
tions were broken off. The adminis- 
tration has not been unmindful of 
these Various branches of the gov- 
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ling on the 24th of March of the cross- 


ernment have informed themselves on 
the subject far more completely than 
might be thought Officials express 
themselves as satisfied that they will 
be able to cope with the situation. In 
the army and navy and in the citizen- 
ship generally otficials realize that 
the composite character of American 
nationality makes it difficult not to 
find some persons who will express 
sympathy with the land of their birth. 

The attempt to sink the torpedo boat 
Jaceb Jones at Philadelphia today is 
recognized as an instance of some of 
the things which may be expected, but 
on the whole all the agencies of the 
government believe they have made 
preparations to meet such exigencies, 
or are prepared to meet them as they 
arise. 

Tonight the president spent the en- 
tire evening alone in his study, ex- 
amining the reports and reading prece- 
dents applicable to the present situa- 
tion. 


TEXT OF ADDRESS 
BY PRESIDENT. 


The president spoke as follows: 
“Gentlemen of the Congress: The 
imperial German government on the 


3ist of January announced to this gov-, 


ernment and to the governments ot the 
other neutral nations that on and after 
he first day of February, the present 
month, it would adopt a policy with 
regard to the use of submarines against 
all shipping seeking to pass through 
certain designated areas of the high 
seas, to which it is clearly my duty to 
call your attention. 

“Let me remind the congress on the 
Sth of April last in vieW of the sink- 


channel passenger steamer Sussex by 
a German submarine, without summons 
or warning, and the consequent loss 
of the lives of several citizens of the 
United States who were passengers 
aboard her, this government addressed 
a note to the imperial German govern- 
ment, in which it made the following 
declaration: 

“If it is stili the purpose of the im- 
perial government to prosecute relent- 
less and indiscriminate warfare against 
vessels of commerce by the use of sub- 
marines without regard to what 
government of the United States must 
consider the sacred and indisputable 
rules of international law and the uni- 
versally recognized dictates of human- 
itv, the government of the United 
States is at last forced to the con- 
clusion that there but one 
it can pursue. Unless the imperial 
gzovrnment should now immediately de- 
clare and effect an abandonment of its 
present methods of submarine war- 
fare against passenger and freight car- 
rving vessels, the government of the 
I'nited States can have no choice but to 
sever diplomatic relations with the 
German empire altogether.’ 


PLEDGE GIVEN 
BY GERMANY. 


“In reply to this declaration the im-

[I think that you will agree with 
me that, in view of this declaration, 
which suddenly and without prior in- 
timation of any kind deliberately with- 
draws the solemn assurance given in 
the imperial government’s note of the 
4th of May, 1916, this government has 
no alternative consistent with the dig- 
nity and honor of the United States but

Officers of the United States 
army, recently organized by Robert 
Vincent, a 15-year-old boy who served 
as a dispatch rider at the French front, 
sent a telegram to Secretary of War 
Baker, offering the services of 500 
boys in the organization should the 
“need arise.” 

The Aero Club of America, in a tet- 
ter tonight to Major General Wood, 
offered its entire resources for the de- 
velopment of the country’s air service. 
The comnwnication stated that, with 
the general’s approval the club would 
immediately take charge of all detail 
work in registering recruits. The plan, 
as outlined, would provide at the out- 
set 1,000 aviators under training. 

Flags were displayed from the win- 
dows of many downtown “sky scrap- 
ers’ tonight and in the hotels and res- 
taurants, as well as theaters and oth- 
er places of amusement uptown, where 
crowds congregated, evidences of pa- 
triotism were everywhere shown. 

A plan to mobilize the women of the 
home, office, farm and factory so that 
in the event of’ war they will] be ready 
to. give the utmost service to the coun- 
tr’, was announced tonight by the 
League for Women’s Service, which 
was formed as a result of the con- 
gress of constructive patriotism re- 
cently held in Washington. Head- 
quarters of the league were establish- 
ed here today with Miss Grace Parker, 
national commandant, in charge. 
Branches, it was said, would at once 
be organized throughout the country. 

Hundreds of persons of known Ger- 
man sympathies were placed under 
surveillance here tonight on orders 
from Washington. 

This step was taken as a precau- 
tionary measure. The name of every 
person on ¢he list for surveillance was 
Obtained as the result’of investigation 
by secret service agents and operatives 
of the department of justice. 

Twelve Germans employed at the 
wireless station at Sayville, N. Y., were 
discharged tonight by Lieutenant Lind- 
say, the American naval officer’ in 
charge of the station, after he had re- 
ceived instructions from Washington 
to dispense with the service of any per- 
son whose reliability he could not 
vouch for in the present unsettled con- 
ditions. Some of those discharged had 
been employed as watchmen and labor- 
ers. Others held more important posi- 
tions. but none had anything to do with 
the sending of or receiving of wire- 
less messages.

of the methods of submarine warfare 
then employed and to which the im- 
perial government now purpose again 
to resort. 

“The president has, therefore, direct- 
ed me to announce to your excellency 
that all diplomatic relations between 
the United States and the German em- 
pire are severed, and that the Ameri- 
can ambassador at Berlin will be im- 
mediately withdrawn, and in accord- 
ance with such announcement to de- 
liver to your excellency your pass- 
ports.

of entente prisoners in Germany, who 
now are deprived of the assistance and

Washington, February 3.—To insure 
quick construction of naval vessels and 
manufacture of ammunition and eq ip- 
ment, for which private plants are 
under contract, Secretary Daniels asked 
congress today for authority to com- 
mandeer such plants, if necessary, and 
operate them in the public service. 

A draft of the proposal sent to the 
house by the secretary was presented 
by Chairman Padgett, of the naval 
committee as an amendment to the an- 
bill. on which debate was 
just closing. Following closely upon 
the presidents address to congress, 
submission of the amendment enlivened 
discussion of the bill and there were 
many references to impending develop- 
ments in connection with the break 
with Germany. 

“This is an hour of reffection and se- 
rious consideration,’ said Mr. Padgett. 
“Tl address myself to the patriotism and 
wisdom of the house. There is no parti- 
canship in considering the navy. Under 
the circumstances at this time that 
sentiment finds cordial expression from 
every member. This not the hour 

hesitate.” 

Several republicans expressed simi- 
lar sentiments, urging that the naval 
be brought to passage 
possible, | others on both sides 
the house Mitered objections against 
the coinmandeering amendment.

LIQUID CONDITION 
URGED FOR BANKS 


By Federal Reserve Board 
in Its Report to Congress. 
Too Heavy Investments in 
Foreign Bonds Opposed. 


Washington, February 3.—The fed- 
eral reserve board, reviewing its recent 
ladmonitions to national banks against 
investing too heavily in foreig bonds, 
expressed the opinion today in*its an- 
nual report to congress that a reduc- 
tion of American exports or settlement 
therefor in gold would be preferable 
whenever the absorbing power of the 
investment market shows signs of ex- 
haustion, to having banks “unduly ex- 
tend their investments in foreign se- 
curities at a time when business pru- 
dence and conservatism suggest the ne- 
cessity of their maintaining themselves 
in a particularly strong position.” 


desirable foreign loans in large 
amounts,” reads the report, “and the 
absorption by them of a vast volume 
of American securities previously held 
abroad may be regarded as a, healthy 
and normal operation in view of. the 
circumstances which have existed since 
the war began, but the board has 
deemed it neeessary, nevertheless, to 
emphasize the importance of having the 
banks of the country kéep themselves 
in a liquid condition. 

“Banks may, of course, perform an 
important function as temporary hold- 
ers of securities during the process of 
their distribution to ultimate investors, 
but in times when there are enormous 
international transactions such as we 
have witnessed during the past two 
years, the velocity and volume of our 
foreign trade as far as it is based upon 
long-time credit, must be regulated by 
the power of absorption of the Ameri- 
can investor. 

“Whenever the absorbing power of 
the investment market shows signs of 
exhaustion it would, in the opinion of 
the board, be better that the volume 
of our exports be reduced, or that trade 
balances in our favor be settled by im- 
ports of gold, than that our banks, 
especially those of moderate _ size, 
should unduly extend their’ invest- 
ments in foreign securities at a time 
when business prudence and conserva- 
tism suggest the necessity of main- 
taining themselves in a particularly 
strong position. 

Large Accrétions of Gold. 

“The board is not, however, unmind- 
ful that large accretions of gold may 
induce a rapid and dangerous expan- 
sion of our credit structure and in 
outlining the policy of the federal re- 
serve banks and in considering amend- 
ments that in its opinion should be 
made to the federal reserve act, the 
board has ‘been impressed with its duty 
to keep in close touch with the situa- 
tion and to control as far as possible 
conditions resulting from either an ex- 
cessive inflow or outgo of gold.” 

The *let movement of gold into the 
United States since the beginning of 
the war to the end of December, 1916,

During this period the transfer of 
securities from foreign to American 
ownership reached the huge estimated 
total of $4,250,000,000 of which about 
$2,000,000,000 represents securities is- 
sued by foreign governments and cor- 
porations and the remainder securities 
of American origin held abroad at the 
Outbreak of the war. 

Tremendous advances in dapesits, 
loans and discounts have Kept pace 
with the absorption of securities, the 
report says, having reached the high- 
est levels ever recorded. The aggre- 
gate bank account of the American 
people—represented by the ameunt on 
deposits in all the banks in the coun- 
try—ig, placed at $26,376,000,000 (the 
estimate being as of June, 1916), an in- 
crease of more than $5,000,000,000, or 
approximately twenty per cent in two 
years. Loans and discounts of Ameri- 
can banks are estimated at $17,849,000,- 
000, an increase of more than $2,500,- 
000,000, or about sixteen per cent dur- 
ing the two-year period. Cash on hand 
in American banks is estimated at 
$1,486,000,000, or approximately $150,- 
000,000 less than in June. 1914. 

With a capital and surplus of $4,044,- 
000,000, the report continues, Ameri- 
can banks held, on June 30 last, $6,- 
057,000,000 of long time _ securities, 

rincipally bonds, in addition to about 

760,000,000 in United States govern- 
ment bonds, most of which were used 
to secure’ circulation. During two 
years, it is stated, total capital and 
surplus of all American ‘banks increas- 
ed 5.1 per cent, while investment in 
long-term curities—including United 
States horids, domestic securities and 
obligations of neutral and belligerent 
nations—-rose to 150 per cent of capital 
and surplus, an increase of 27.2 per 
cent. 

The board's

the volume of outstanding notes De- 
cember 30 last, was $300,110,000, but 
of this total only $17,588,000 was se- 
cured by eligible paper pledged with 
the agents, the remainder being se- 
cured by gold, dollar for dollar. Na- 
tional bank cireulation showed a re- 
duction during the year of $44,511,968. 

More than 15,000 banks, the report 
states, have availed themselves of the 
privileges of the new clearing sys- 
tem put into operation last July, and 
total daily clearances of reserve banks 
aggregate more than $125,000,000. Dur- 
ing the year the current expenses of 
the twelve reserve banks amounted to 
$2.204.344 and net earnings totaled $2,- 
750.999, an average net earning ca- 
pacity on paid-up capital of about five 
per cent. 

Publie Confidence Won. 

“The federal reserve banks,” the re- 
port states, “have not been operated 
with profit as a primary object, but 
they have all earned their expenses as 
well as a substantial part of their 
dividend requirements. They have 
won the confidence of the public and 
the fact of their existence has enabled 


the country to withstand, without the 
Slightest financial disturbance and 
without an: marked § fluctuations in 
rates for commercial paper, many 
shocks and sensations which probably 
would have led, under old conditions, to 
serious consequences. 

“The federal reserve system is no 
longer looked upon as an experiment. 
It is established upon a firm and en- 
during foundation and it has demon- 
strated repeatedly that it is not being 
conducted for the benefit of any sec- 
tion, group or interest, but that the 
policies governing its operation are and 
will continue to be broad enough to 
serve, without discrimination or favor, 
the banks and those who deal with 
banks throughout the entire country.

All growth processes cease absolutely 
when moisture is exhausted. 

Deep plowing also encourages the 
growth of the root system immensely, 
enabling the roots to go to greater 
depths and extending tenfold the lines 
of plant supply both as to food and 
water. <A pulverized subsoil sets free 
a wealth of phosphoric acid, limes and 
other plant foods that would other- 
wise remain locked up through the ab- 
sence of air and water; and when the 
extended root system enters these re- 
gions of wealth it appropriates an 
abundance of natures own foods and 
stimulants that few tarmers” ever 
dreamed was available When such 
mines are opened, plants reach a good 
development rtght in the face of the 
worst kind of weather conditions. 
More fertilizer can be gotten this 
way than in any other, hap- 
pens to be the best and ever 
used by man. 


EVERYBODY AGREED, 
BUT NOBODY PLOWED. 

These are scientific facts, the 
strange thing about it was the failure 
of the great mass of farmers all over 
country to take advantage of the 
big discoveries of the experts along 
this line. Vemonstrators, editors, pro- 
gressive farmers have been preaching 
these things for years, and yet the 
one-horse tarmer, the man who needs 
help more than any other, has not yet 
begun to get the benefit that is com- 
ing to him.

“It was a wonderful array,” said 
Bob. “It was much ‘too big to grasp in 
a single day or to express in a single 
sentence. It would take time to give 
any adequate idea of what the Chi- 
cago show was—a lot of time and 
more Space. But I can give you a few 
brief and disjointed impressions, espe- 
cially as they relate to the Atlanta 
exhibit. 

“The first thing that struck me was 
that it was a business proposition from 
start to finish.

“The salesmen in charge of booths at 
the Atlanta exhibit have their work 
cut out for them.

STATE ROAD LEASE 


DECISION IS NEAR 


It Is Now Believed That 
W. & A. Will Be Re-leased 
to N., C. & St. L. at Meet- 
ing Tuesday. 


After a conference of more than two 
hours Saturday with representatives of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad regarding the bid of 
that road for the re-leasing of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad from the 
state of Georgia, the Western and At- 
lantic railroad commission adjourned 
Saturday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock un- 
til next Tuesday morning. 

It is expected that the meeting next 
Tuesday will wind up the negotiations 
for the re-lease of the road. It is be- 
lieved that practically all that remains 
to be done now is to discuss with W. 
A. Wimbish, special counsel for the 
commission, who returned to Atlanta 
from Washington on Friday night, 
certain phases of the features of the 
lease. Attorney Wimbish has been de- 
tained in Washington upon a freight 
‘rate hearing before the interstate com- 
merce commission, and has, therefore, 
been unable to attend the deliberations 
of the commission which have been in 
progress since last Wednesday, with 
the exception of the ‘session held satur- 
day. There are several features about 
which the commission, it is understood, 
desires to be advised by 

Believe Details Agreed Upon. 

Though there is every reason to be- 
lieve that practically all the details 
of the lease have been agreed upon be- 
tween the commission and the repre- 
sentatives of the bidder, in the absence 
of any sort of a statement from either 
side, it impossible to predict with 
accuracy just what the provisions 
the lease are. 

The length of the term of the lease 
and the rental price have been settled, 
though it is not known what they are. 
It is reported; however, that the term 
for the lease will be for 47 years, 
which would allow the new lease of the 
Western and Atlantic to expire simul- 
taneously with that of the Cincinnati 
Southern to the Queen and Crescent, 
The Western and Atlantic and the Cin- 
cinnati Southern form a line from the 
center of the southeast to the Ohio 
river crossing at Cincinnatl, which fact 
would be of advantage to both roads 
should their leases expire simultane- 
ously.

| Sit Steady in Boat; 


Cotton Will Rise 
Again, Says Price 


Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Believes 20-Cent Cot- 
ton Is Sure to Come Again. 
Boll Weevil a Blessing in 
Disguise. 


ee ee 


In a statement reviewing the cotton 


situation Commissioner of Agriculture 
James PD. Price Saturday urged those 
interested in cotton to “sit steady in 
the boat.” Twenty-cent cotton, Mr. 
Price believes, is quite to be expected 
when the tremendous advances of all 
other commodities are taken into con- 
sideration. 

The effect of the boll weevil ravages 
in promoting diversified farming, Mr. 
Price states, have come to Georgia 
as a blessing in disguise. 

Commissioner Price’s statement is a's 
follows: 

“The big slump in cotton incident 
to Germany’s announced purpose to 
sink every hostile vessel, has hit us 
hard. While it is a severe blow and 
may make a very serious difference, 
we must remember that it is a ques- 
tion of condition and not of the in- 
herent value of the staple. 

“Of course, given the right condi- 
. tions the cotton market will return 
to normal, and it is this we shall hope 
for. In the meantime, under the cir- 
cumstances there is nothing for us to 
do but sit steady in the boat and wait. 

“As a matter of fact, there is noth- 
ing really remarkable or wonderful 
about 20-cent cotton which we had for 
a brief period in the fall of 1916, and 
a's soon as conditions get right we 
are going to have it again. In fact, 
i why should not we have 20-cent cot- 
ton with everything else practically 
without exception, selling anywhere 
from 25 to 100 per cent and more, high- 
er than the prices of 18 months to two 
years ago? 

“Consider the most common articles 
of personal and household necessity. 
Western corn bought to feed stock and 
hogs and make corn bread, costs $1.25 
a bushel, as against 60 cents to 70 
cents just a short while back. Flour 
was doubled in price; likewise, beef. 
A three-dollar pair of shoes costs $5 
to $6 today, and almost every article 
of clothing has advanced in propor- 
tion. 

“In the light of these facts, is 20-cent 
cotton anything wonderful? It cer- 
tainly is not. Cotton has simply re- 
sponded to condition's and general de- 
mand just as has every other com- 
modity. 

“In the market reports the other 
day I noted prominent London statis- 
ticians have just reiterated their esti- 
mate thhat the world’s consumption of 
cotton for the year 1916-17 would be 
14,750,000 bales, and that the effect 
of this was to steady a declining mar- 
ket in which cotton has recently been 
made the football of speculation. If 
a 15,000,000-bale consumption estimate 
steadies the market, what ought we 
have a right to expect from an official 


government estimate yield of not more 
than 11,500,000 bales? Here is a deficit 
of 3,250,000 bales, and if it was not for 
speculation, cotton would not only go 
to 20 cents and more, but would stay 
there. 

“Events and circumstances are al- 
ready proving what I have said on 
many occasions, that the boll weevil 
is one of the best and most substan- 
tial blessings in disguise that has eve! 
come upon our people. They are al- 
ready growing more foodstuffs and 
more fine hogs and cattle than ever 
before, and have gotten a good price 
for them. They have grown more legu- 
minous crops and their lands are 
richer for it. They are going to Keep 
it up. 

“] do not believe, and have never 
suggested that any of our farmers 
should ‘stop growing cotton. It is 
their business *o grow it and they can 
continue to do xo in spite of the boll 
weevil, making xood and profitable 
crop yields, if the, profit by the ex- 
perience of those wh? have had to con- 
tend with this problsm.

With the British Armies in France. 
February 2.—(Via London, February 3. 
From a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The German raiders 
who made two attacks yesterday morn- 
ing against the British trenches south 
of Ypres salient looked for all the 
world like the famous Ku Klux Klan. 
They were clad in white sheets fash- 
ioned into a sort of a smock, wore 
white hoods and masks sought 
thus to the snow-covered No 
Man's Land without detection. 

The raiders came over in two waves, 
only to be hurled back with heavy 
losses.

| rious places along the line of travel. 
Recently the writer had opportunity to 
make a few such guesses and noted 
these down for the benefit of the read- 
ers of these columns. 


Reduction in Acreages of Small Grains. 


Between Atlanta and Montgomery we 
noted that there was an apparent re- 
duction in the acres devoted to the 
growing of oats or other winter grain. 
We were not over this same route last 
year, but have formed our opinion from 
several short trips taken over various 
parts of middle Georgia territory, and 
our mind is well made up that there is 
far less land devoted to the growing 
of grain this vear than there was iast. 
The cause? We can only guess that the 
short crop of cotton and the consequent 
high price received for this has led 
many of our people to forget the “live- 
at-home” and diversification resolutions 
which they made in 1914 and to plan 
for a larger area to be planted in cot- 
ton in 1917. 

The dry weather of early fall which 
prevented the early preparation of the 
soil for winter grain may have played 
some part in this, as most of our farm- 
ers now know that late planted grain 
is not near so productive as that put 
in at the proper season. 

Increase in Number of Live Steck. 


At different places along the rail- 
ways we noticed pigs of various ages 
and in droves of varying sizes, grazine 
in the old cornfields and sometimes on 
oats. This speaks loudly for needed 
changes in the system of farm man- 
agement in the south, or rather for a 
step made in the improvement of con- 
ditions. From the statistics recently 
given out by the state veterinarian of 
Geurgia in regard to the amount of 
pork and other hog products consum- 
ed in the state of Georgia, there must 
be many more droves of hogs than 
there now are all through the south 
before we become self-sustaining in 
this respect- 

It was prophesied that the boll wee- 
Vil would be a blessing in disguise to 
the people of the south, and if we are 
to judge by the improvement in condi- 
tions in the territory already covered, 
we must acknowledge that there was 
Sreat truth in the prophecy, though 
the blessing was so well disguised as 
to be unrecognizable for the first few 
years after the weevil passed. Proba- 
bly one of the greatest things, if not 
the greatest, that has come about for 
the most part because of the weevil, 
is the increase in the preduction of 
pork and other meat products and by- 
products in the invaded territory.

; farm houses and out buildings. We 
all sing “How dear to my heart are 
the scenes of my childhood, when fond 
recollections present them to view’’—

Erosion of Soil. 


Another noticeable thing was the dif- 
ference between the farm owners in 
the care they take to prevent erosion 
of their soil. Erosion is a mighty lit- 
tle word, but it is working on a mighty 
big job—the job of carrying all of our 
hills and mountains down to or below 
sea level. Soil washing, to use a more 
familiar term, is a very destructive 
process; the attempt of nature to level 
off the land is good in theory, but is 
not safe in practice. By it the rich 
surface soil is taken away and an un- 
productive hard subsoil is left for the 
production of crops, and at the same 
time the land is left uneven and rough, 
often in such a bad state that it ig 
impossible to plow or to otherwise 
work it.

While it is somewhat wet 
for proper repair of the terraces now, 
there are often idle times througbout 
the winter when work could well be 
done on the breaks and the terraces 
kept in repair. With the opening of 
spring, this work ,nust be taken up. 
Mangum or Permanent Terraces. 
There is a great difference in opin- 
ion as to the respective advantages vf 
the different forms of terraces. Some 
advocate having permanent terraces, 
placed on contour lines with a vertical 
distance between, varying from three 
to six feet. These terraces are left un- 
cultivated and allowed to grow up to 
weeds, or they are set to Bermuda or 
Texas blue grass. When these are 
worked on and raised a few inches 
every year, the plat of land between 
the terraces has a tendency to become 
;more and more level, and the damage 
from washing becomes less as time 
| S0es on. f 
Temporary terraces of this same pat- 
tern are used by many. With such, of 
course, Bermuda or permanent grass 
can not be used. The advantages 
‘claimed by those who use this type 
‘is that by changing the terraces oOc- 
casionally from one place to another. 
they get the use of the deeper and 
richer soil which is in the terrace and 
which under the system of permanent 
terraces is lost for cro, production. 
The Mangum terrace probably has 
the most adherents on lands —" oak 
not too steep a slope-—it can ne 
be used on vars steep land. This ter- 
race is a low, broad one, 48 opposed 
to the narrow and higher ones above 
described. In this there is no true 
water furrow, but the lowest point of 
land lies ten to twelve feet back fror: 
the high part of the terrace and the 
terrace is so low that any farm im- 
plement may pass readily over it. Two 
or more rows of cotton or corn are 
Planted on the terrace itself and there 
fs no waste land whatever: small grains 
also cover it entirely. Aside from the 
advantage of having no waste. land, 
there are other great advantages in 
that there is no place for weeds to 
be left to seed down the fields, no 
place for Bermuda to get started and

3.— (Special. )—Now 
diplomatic relations with Germany 
j have been severed the worst news on cot- 
ton is out and has been discounted, by the 
revere decline of the past several days. Cot- 
ton is selling far below its intrinsic value 
and even in case of war with Germany we 
doubt very much whether exports would be 
interrupted any more than in the past. In 
fact, we feel that transportation facilities 
might even be augmented thereby. Every 
merchant ship will unquestionably be al- 
lowed to arm effectively against subma- 
rines and in case of necessity, even battie- 
ships and cruisers may be employed in the 
transportation of cotton and wheat. The re- 
cent decline will unquestionably have a very 
discuraging effect om southern planters, and 
it may be that the acreage will be reduced 
rather than increased, which, in connection 
with the absence of fertilizer and the spread 
of the boll weevil in the south Atlantic 
states, may result in another small crop. 
We therefore feel that cotton at present 
prices is on the bargain counter and that 
any decline from now on can only prove 
temporary. According to the figures of the 
New York cotton exchange 10,200,000 bales 
, out of last year’s crop of 12,500,000 bales 
have already been marketed and it is prob- 
able tht the entire crop of last year will 
have been marketed by April. Leaving tive 
months until the new crop becomes avail- 
able, during which time the trade will have 
to draw supplies out of the stocks carned 
over from the previous year. There has 
never been a condition of this kind before 
in history and the inevitable searcity can- 
not fail to be reflected in very much higher 
prices during the summer regardless of po- 
litical conditions.

Previous Day’s Finish. 


Chicago, February 3.—Wheat prices 
shot skyward today after a down 
plunge of six cents. The rise follow- 
ing amounted to 14 cents.

GOVERNMENT IS ASKED

Request Sent to President Wil- 
son by Head of Texas 
Farmers’ Union. 


Fort Worth, Texas, February 3.— 
(Special.)—The recent break of $25 per 
bale in the price of cotton, following 
the announcement of unrestricted na- 
val warfare by Germany was under 
consideration by Farmers’ union offi- 


cials here today. — President Wilson 
was appealed to, in a telegram sent 


him by Henry N. Pope, president of the 
Texas Farmers’ union, to assist in 5¢- 
curing from the government a 12-cent 
loan on cotton during the crisis. Mr. 
Pope's telegram follows: 

“Hon. Woodrow Wilson, President of 
the United States, Washington, D. C-: 
We direct your attention to the effect 
the complete closing of the sea is hav- 
ing upon cotton. It already has shown 
a depreciation in value of $25 per bale 
in one day. There are now probably 
two million bales in the hanas of the 
producers and in ome day they_ have 
suffered a loss of $50,000,000 Cotton 
is our principal export product and in 
severing trade relations with foreign 
countries cotton becomes the most se- 
vere sufferer of all American prod- 
ucts, and we believe it is entitled to 
special consideration. In the interest 
of the cotton producers we ask that 
government to give us a l2-cent per 
pound loan on cotton while this crisis

Saturday afternoon 8,800 automobile 
license tags for 1917 had been sold 
from the office of the secretary of 
state.

A “Young Ladies’ Auxiliary” was 
formed, Miss Jennie English (now Mrs. 
Gordon Kiser) the chairman. They 
aided in entertainments which were 
given to secure the building fund, and 
subsequently it was their willing duty 
to arrange the Christmas tree in the 
children’s ward each year. Mrs. Kiser 
still faithfully leads the band of 
young women who act as Santa Claus 
to the children who are patients in 
the hospital at Christmas time. 


History of Work. 


it, when the Woman's 
Board of the International Cotton Ex- 
position was organized, it was the 
group belonging to Ladies’ Aid society 
of the Grady hospital who suggested 
among the exhibits in the building, 
a model children’s ward following the 
plan of the one we had established in 
the Grady. This exhibit was one of the 
most interesting in the woman’s build- 
ing, and served not only as an exhib- 
it, but as a practical “first aid to the 
injured” in many cases during the 
three months of the exposition. 

After the exposition, in 1895, there 
came into existence many of the 
splendid organizations, now among 
the one hundred or more in our city 
federation, 

I rejoice in these organizations 

which are accomplishing so much in 
the interest of humanity, and no one 
more than I sees their value in lines 
philanthropic, educational, industrial 
and social, but I wish that there could 
be revived a more general interest 
among our women in their first organ- 
ized work, that of “ministering angels” 
in that institution which bears the 
name of one of the greatest men Geor- 
gia has produced, and one of the great- 
est citizens Atlanta ever had. 
There has been little or nothing 
done for the children’s ward since it 
was built and presented to the city, 
nor have the facilities therein been in- 
creased, though Atlanta has more than 
doubled her population, and the needs 
among the children of the city are in 
proportion. 

There is no provision in the city of 
Atlanta today for the child afflicted 
with measles—this disease now put 
upon the list of diseases to be dread- 
ed, and upon which the brand of con- 
tagion is strictly put.

Last year there was an average of 
100 children in the home each montn. 
Many were sent for temporary care and 
shelter from the juvenile court, the As- 
sociated Charities, the city warden's 
office and Georgia Child’s Home so- 
ciety. 

As a rule the children when thev 
first enter the home are in poor physi- 
cal condition, but assistance is given 
them by the best physicians in the city 
and as soon as the little tots or big 
ones are well they are put into classes 
arranged for them under good teach- 
ers.

In the severance of diplomatic relations 


between the United States and Germany, the 
thing which has been possible for two years 
and apparently certain during the last three 
days has come.

submarine warfare” declaration, however, 
the breaking off of diplomatic relations with 
Germany does not necessarily mean war; 
but in view of the fact that never in modern 
times has such a parting between two great 
powers resulted in anything else than war, 
it looks like we are in for it now. There is, 
of course, a possible glimmer of hope that 
the worst may not come and that this may 
prove another in the long line of precedents 
which have been broken in the world since 
the Great War began.

It is morally certain that any act of this 
character will mean only one thing: That 
the full power of the United States will be 
thrown squarely behind the entente allies. 

The president in his admirable address 
before congress yesterday fully and force- 
fully outlined in detail the precise position 
in which this government finds itself and 
He has, as is his 
habit, measured his words, and he has ut- 
tered no false note. ‘

“but the custom is of long standing. 
It encourages absenteeism, operates to 
prevent representative votes, and in many 
ways is a nuisance. I can conceive of no 
legitimate purpose it performs. My pro- 
posed amendment of the rules would pro- 
hibit all pairing. If a senator were ab- 
sent he would be recorded as absent. It 
permits a senator on returning to ex- 

iain how he would have voted had he 
Seon present, but goes no further.” 


The Washington statesman is a stickler 


for punctuality. He is regular in attendance 
to duty and upon sessions of the senate him- 
self, and he can see no valid reason why | 


others should not be. Neither can anybody | 
put forward a valid reason why, if a senator 
must, or merely wants to, absent himself 
from his duties while a vote is on, he should 
be permitted to “pair” with a colleague, thus 


giving two solons a chance to “play hookey” 
without altering the general result of the 
vote, 

Senator Jones has a hearty supporter in 
his contention in the person of Senator 
Works, of California, who is to leave the 
senate next March 4. In the course of his 
“swan song” speech before the senate the 
other day the Californian took a few hot 
flings at the body of which he has been a 
more or less conspicuous member for six 
years.

Washington colleague’s proposed new rule, 
he said: 


“Members of this body absent from 
their places here for days, weeKs some- 
times, and even for months, without leave, 
and for no valid reason, and continue to 
draw the salary they do not earn, al- 
though there is a direct statutory provi- 
sion that a senator shall forfeit his sal- 
ary for the time of his absence.”

THE LIVE-AT-HOME PLAN. 


In an editorial on the farmer as an opti- 
mist, The Albany (Ga.) Herald says that 
living close to the soil naturally breeds op- 
timism, and that in spite of occasional 
gloom-conditions, the man with the will to 
work and the foresight and intelligence to 
direct the business of the farm, invariably 
sees himself coming out victor in the strug- 


gle against adverse conditions. Says The 


Herald: 


He has visions of the crops that are 
yet to be made. He sees the fields green 
and full of promise of the harvest—seeg 
“the blade, then the ear, then the full 
corn in the ear.” He considers that 
drouth or flood or unseasonable cold 
may cause a measure of damage to his 
crops, or that insect pests and diseases 
may eut down the yield of his fields, but 
he inevitably takes a cheerful view of 
the situation. 


The thrifty farmer has every reason to 
be an optimist. With home-raised supplies, 
which should not only be sufficient to keep 
the home table in plenty the year round, 
but to have cash coming in from outside 
markets, he makes the brightness of the 
world he lives in—the independence which 
stands for peace and happiness. 

Discussing the independence of the 
farmer in producing his own foodstuffs, The 
Milwaukee Journal—basing its estimate on 
that of the federal department of agricul- 
ture in an investigation of the purchases 
of nearly 1,000 families in various sections 
of the country, says: 


The department found that Wiscon- 
sin farmers bought $32.56 worth of foods 
a person annually, North Carolina farm- 
ers $15.85 worth, North Dakota farmers 
$45, California $65.73, lowa farmers $34.87, 
ete., the average for all the farmers in- 
vestigated being $39.40 a person. 

Farmers, therefore, spend just § sev- 
enty-five cents a week a person for food- 
stuffs, the other foods coming from the 
farm. Reducing this standard to the 
daily basis, it costs the average farmer 
a little less than 11 cents a day, or less 
than 4 cents a meal, for each member of 
his family and each hired helper. 

Those who are buyng foods in this 
city now at exorbitant prices because of 
the small production will Se amazed that 
living can be obtained so cxteaply on the 
farm. 


And even the outside money expenditure 
for foods, as given in the figures quoted, 
should be unnecessary, except in times of 
small production. 

Why shouldn’t the farmer, who looks 
well to his own and has an eye to the future, 
be an optimist? 


TABBY UNDER INDICTMENT. 


For many years—almost a generation— 
antipathy toward the cat has been growing 
in popularity. In this day of better farming 
and food shortage it seems to have reached 
an acute stage, and Tabby might well be- 
come uneasy. 

And the noteworthy feature of all that 
has been said and written about the feline 
species rests in the paucity of argument in 
the cat’s defense. 

As a matter of cold fact, the cat has no 
defense that would weigh with any jury— 
except that it is here and cannot help being 
the nuisance and the menace that it is be- 
cause it had no hand in the moulding of its 
nature. 

But the same might be said of the house- 
fly or the boll weevil or the dandelion. 

The “cat menace” is not a joke. It 1s 
senous. If what statisticians and scientists 
—the cat's worst enemies—tell us is true, 
then an inventor of some means for hasten- 
ing a world-wide extermination of the spe- 
cies would be the greatest public benefactor 
of his time. 

Phvsicians tell us that the cat is even 
more deadly than the housefly. Its chief 
victims are babies, of course, because the 
principal office of the cat Is to act as the 
baby’s pet. 

It is cold, cruel in its nature; selfish in 
the extreme; sneaking, treacherous and 
filthy in-its habits. It is incapable of love 
or of appreciation of kindness. In dispost- 
tion it is the exact antithesis of the dog, and 
it performs no meritorious function inside 
the house nor out. Even its usefulness for 
destroying mice and rats is proven some- 
thing of a myth, because for every mouse or 
rat the average cat kills it destroys ten ex- 
tremely useful, insectivorous birds or young 
domestic fowls. It carries home disease 
germs from the garbage cans, for general 
distribution round the family household. It 
makes its lair in filthy places, perhaps 
among disease-infected rags and sick room 
waste, sharing its time between its insani- 
tary, germ-laden home and the baby’s crib. 
On that account its scratch or its bite is 
often fatal. 

Everybody will agree that as a midnight 
entertainer a cat—single or double—is worse 
than a dismal failure. 

There might possibly be some plausibi)- 
ity to a defense for the cat in the country; 
yet we've never seen it. But in the city the 


| cat is pre-eminently above any other living 


domesticated nuisance. 

And if there are any who would oppose a 
measure looking to the extermination of the 
feline race—especially in the cities—we com- 
mend them .to the health authorities. See 
what their verdict would be!

“Friction Between County and City Employees 
Responsible For Poor Construction Work” 


--PAUL NORCROSS 


The report of Paul Norcross made last 
Friday to the Presidents’ club analyzing the 
condition of Atlanta’s streets and bridges and 
the cause therefor, which report has been 
forwarded to the mayor, members of coun- 
cil, county officials and others, in addition 
to recommending a reorganizing of the de- 
partment of construction, goes into the de- 
tails of the relationship between the city 
and the county in their co-operation in con- 
Struction work, and also reviews the work 
which has been done upon Atlanta’s streets 
and bridges in the last six years. 

Mr. Norcross shows that Fulton county 
during the last six years has performed 23.6 
per cent of the total value of all public work 
within the city limits. Due to friction be- 
tween city and county employees, however, 
much of this work has been done by the 
county practically without engineering su- 
pervision on the part of the city. Of the 
new pavements constructed in this period, 
the county has built 43.7 per cent of the total 
cost. His report states that the city fre- 
quenly takes credit for the entire accom- 
plishment in the way of street improvements 
and repairs, but disclaims responsibility later 
when poorly constructed pavements begin to 
disintegrate. 

In discussing his paper, Mr. Norcross said 
that the result of the more or’ less hap- 
hazard system and lack of proper co-opera- 
tion and supervision can be found on all 


sides. He pointed out the case of West 
Peachtree street. This entire street, since 


it was repaved, has been opened for through 
traffic but a few months. The northern 
end of the street has been open for some- 
thing like a year. Yet the pavement upon 
the northern end of the street, supposed to 
be a permanent pavement, is already going to 
pieces, 

Mr. Norcross referred to the condition of 
Ponce de Leon avenue, at the ball park, 


where the street has been cut open for sev- 
eral months, he said, for work upon a sec- 
tion of sewer under that street, a work which 
should have been accomplished in much less 
time and have allowed the street to be put 
back into proper repair, instead of com- 
pelling all traffic to pull through a mud hole 
at the very bottom of a heavy grade going 
either way, which at best is a strain. 


Peachtree an Example. 

He also referred to the long-needed re- 
pairs upon Peachtree street, the cases of 
Forsyth, Pryor and other streets, as striking 
exanmyples of what this sort of system, or lack 
of system, in street construction is doing 
for and to Atlanta. 

He further points out, in the city depart- 
ment of construction, the yearly. cost of en- 
gineering is practically constant, regardless 
of the amount of work done—that, based 
upon the value of work performed by the 
city, the annual engineering cost for the 
department has ranged from 3.9 per cent to 
14.3 per cent during the last six years. 

In his discussion of Atlanta’s bridges, Mr. 
Norcross brings out in statistics the rather 
startling revelation that, while Atlanta has 
some thirty public bridges and underpasses, 
having a total reproduction cost of $1,195,543, 
a sum less than one-fourth of one per cent 
of this total value has been spent during 
the entire six years for maintenance of 
these bridges and underpasses, which, he 
says, “is a sum so wholly inadequate that 
further comment is superfluous.” 

A feature which r. Norcross did not 
touch upon in his paper to the Presidents’ 
club, but which he investigated in préparing 
that oo is the matter of street cleaning. 

In this connection Mr. Norcross suggests 
the possibility of paying for street cleaning 
by the front foot assessment of property 
owners, something after the manner in which 
the paving of streets is financed. 

This method is in use in other cities, 
he says, and he cites the cost of this system 
in the city of Milwaukee, where, for weekly 
cleaning of a street thirty feet wide, the av- 
erage annual assessment upon the property 
owner varies from 2 to 4 cents per front 
foot. Mr. Norcross points out that, in ad- 
dition to the slight cost of such a method 
of financing the cleaning of streets, it has 
the effect of inspiring in the citizen and 
property owner a wholesome interest in this 
feature of the municipality’s work. 


Mr. Norcross’ Plan. 


Discussing this plan, Mr. Norcross says: 

All streets in Atlanta are constructed, re- 
paired and maintained by the department of 
construction; but the problem of cleaning is 
delegated to the sanitary department, and all 
dirt, dust and litter must be efficiently and 
economically removed from pavement sur- 
faces at regular intervals. A study of the 
budget for this department for the year 1916 
(after deducting the “balance on crema- 
tory contract’) reveals the fact that a large 
portion of the appropriation is alloted to 
street cleaning pay rolls, equipment and 
maintenance. The funds for the work now 
come from current revenue, and are not 
raised by the front-fvot assessment plan, as 
is the case in street pavement construction. 

It has occurred to the writer that if it is 
legal and practicable to build street pave- 
ments by assessing thé adjacent property 
owner, why not follow a similar plan for 
street cleaning? 

If the street cleaning costs can be as- 
sessed on the “per-front-foot” basis, the sav- 
ing annually to the current revenue account 
would probably be in excess of $100,000, 
The exact amount can only be determined by 
a thorough study of the work and records 
of our street cleaning department. 

The question of legality can readily be 
answered by the city atorney. The next 
question is: What would be the average cost 
or assessments for street cleaning under this 
plan? This_has veen thoroughly investigat- 
ed by the bureaus of municipal research of 
other municipalities and the unit costs as- 
certained for those cities. For example, the 
following table of cost data prepared in 1915 
for the city of Milwaukee, Wis., is enlighten- 
ing.

Plaza Necessary. 


Discussing the Terminal Plaza plan, Mr. 
Norcross expresses the opinion that unless 
some such scheme as the proposed plaza 
over the Western and Atlantic tracks in the 
center of Atlanta is carried out, the time is 
not far distant when, through drastic legis- 
lation, perhaps, it will be necessary to find 
relief from this situation in a form far more 
costly than the proposed plaza. 

Mr. Norcross’ analysis of the street work 
and bridge construction and maintenance in 
the city of Atlanta for the last six years, as 
contained in the paper read by him before 
the Presidents’ club, is as follows: 

“A brief review of the construction depart- 
ment reports reveals the fact that the rec- 
ords are of the same ancient type as those 
in use in 1883. Everyone remembers when 
the department of construction was formed 
in 1911, by combining the offices of city en- 
grew and superintendent of public works. 

have carefully studied the construction de- 
partment reports for the past six years, and 
can say in all fairness, that they are ‘inade- 
quate and misleading,’ and can be catalogued 
with that growing list of ‘economic crimes’ 
that mark the path of our city development. 

“All street and other public work, is con- 
structed, maintained and repaired under the 
administration of the department of public 
works. Reports of this department for the 
period 1911-1916, inclusive, embrace work 
performed by the department of public works, 
as well as that paid for out of the funds of 
Fulton county, for work within the city 
limits. Table No. 1 was prepared from these 
reports.

“Attention is directed to the ‘Value of 
Work Performed by Fulton County.’ For the 
period listed, this amounted to $1,382,264, or 
28.6 per cent of the value of all public work 
done within the city limits. Obviously this 
work should be under the direction of the 
city, but it is common knowledge that friction 
often occurs between the city and county 
officials, which results in controversy as to 
responsibility, and consequently a large 
portion, if not all Of the public work per- 
formed by the county, within the city, is done 
without engineering supervision by the city. 
The yearly cost of engineering is practically 
constant under the present system, regard- 
less of the amount of work done. Based on 
the value of the work performed by the city, 
the annual engineering cost for the past six 
years has ranged from 3.9 per cent to 14.3 
per cent, the latter figure being reached in 
the year 1916, when work having only a value 
of $315,658 was performed by the city.

“The annual report made by the bridge 
engineer, C. E. Kauffman, on January 1, 1917, 
shows that there are thirty public bridges 
and underpasses in Atlanta, having a re- 
production value of $1,195,543. On _ these 
structures, during the period 1911-1916, there 
was expended for ‘maintenance and repairs,’ 
only $25,903. This sum is equivalent to 
about one-fourth of 1 per cent, distributed 
over a period of six years, a sum so wholly 
inadequate that further comment is super- 
fluous. 


Driveway Pavements. 


“Atlanta’s first improved ‘driveway Pave- 
ments’ were constructed in 1882, under the 
administration of a ‘board of commissioners 
of streets and sewage, a body created by 
legislation. This pavement was financed by 
the same plan in operation today, namely 
two-thirds of the cost was assessed against 
the property owners, and one-third against 
the city, after deducting the cost of such 
portions as is apportioned to the street rail- 
way company.

“This pavement, which was valued at $43,- 
815, was constructed during the administra- 
tion of one of Atlanta’s most progressive and 
beloved mayors, Captain J. English. 

“Since 1882, Atlanta has continually added 
to her length and area of improved Streets, 
the valuation of which, including sidewalks, 
curbs, gutters and driveway pavements, ex- 
pressed numerically as a fixed and perma- 
nent asset of the city, is at the present time, 
not less than $4,500,000. The total length 
of all streets within the city limits as shown 
by the city records, on January 1, 1917, ig 
425 miles, of which 211 miles are paved, or 
practically 50 per cent. With the assistance 
of the county, the city has been very pro- 
gressive in increasing the length and area of 
new driveway pavements, during the period 
1911-1916 inclusive. 

“The length of new paved streets con- 
structed during this period was 80.87 lineal 
miles, having a total area of 1,970,710 yards, 
70 per cent of same being constructed by the 
city and 30 per cent by the county. 

“The total value of new driveway pave- 
ments for the past six _ years amounted to 
$1,510,588, as shown by Table No. 3.

| Macon Telegraph and 
Augusta Chronicle Are 
Characterized “Hard Losers”’ 


(From The Lawrenceville News-Herald. ) 

The Macon Telegraph and Augusta Chron- 
icle are hard losers. 

During the gubernatorial campaign nei- 
ther of them let an opportunity to hit Dorse\ 


under the belt pass. 
Heretofore it has been customary for 


newspapers posing as democratic organs 
to acquiesce in the verdict of the people. 
get behind the successful aspirant, wish 
for him a successful administration of his 
office and proffer their support of it in 
every effort for the betterment of the state. 

Not so with The Telegraph and Chron- 
icle. 

The Telegraph, which has steadily. stood 
for local option, and against prohibition 
by direct legislation, has recently become 
a disciple of Tom Felder, and joined in his 
efforts to induce Governor Harris to eal] an 
extraordinary session of the general assem- 
bly, so that Georgia may De made “bone 
dry” immediately. 

The Chronicle opposed that movement at 
the outset, but suddenly reversed its position 
when The Telegraph reminded it that Dor- 
sey wags not a full-blooded prohibitionist 
and would veto such legislation if enacted 
by the next legislature. 

To fortify that contention, The Chroni- 
cle had its Atlanta correspondent to cal! on 
Dorsey and Inquire what he intended to do 
when inaugurated, next June, and was de- 
nied an interview. 

What right had a hostile newspaper to 
ask a governor-elect to outline to it the 
policies that will be pursued during his ad- 
ministration, and especially when the plat- 
form upon which he was elected covered 
every possible issue *likely to arise during 
his term? 

Before his election, the legislature had 
enacted as drastic a prohibition law as was 
thought possible, and against the bitter op 
position of both these papers. 

In his platform he explicitly stated, 
elected governor, he would veto any 
weakening that statute. 

In the face of that declaration The 
egraph had the nerve to say that he 
the candidate of the liquor interests. 

Then, why did The Telegraph, the 
knowledged organ of those interests, 
him so bitterly? 

It is easy, however, to account for the 
attitude of The Chronicle, as it is a matter 
of common knowledge that it fights everyv- 
body Tom Watson supports, regardless 
whatever the issue involved in a Campaign 
may be, or the attitude of the candidate« 
on practical and material questions. 

The membDers of the next legislature 
come fresh and direct from the people, ar 
overwhelming majority of whom desire tha' 
liquor shall be kept out of Georgia, ano 
those who know Hugh Dorsey well and in- 
timately also know that he would unhe: 
itatingly approve any legislation designed 
to accomplish that end they may enact 

This fight has been opened up on Dur- 
sey by these two papers not because of 
their anxiety for “bone dry” liquor legisla 
tion, but rather to injure the governor-elec 
by placing themselves in a position where 
they may claim that the state would not 
have had such a statute if the governo: 
had not called the legislature in session 
before his inauguration. 

The attitude of The Telegraph in this 
matter must be regarded by the governor 
as grossly offensive, in that it is attempting 
to browbeat and bullrag him into granting 
its demand for an extra session of the gen- 
eral assembly at once, by charging that his 
hesitation and delay in acting upon impor- 
tant publie matters that have confronted 
him during his administration caused his 
defeat, whereas he Knows that its desertion 
of his banner in the early and formative 
stage of the campaign by running off afte: 
Joe Pottle, was in the nature of a solu: 
plexus blow, and did him far more injur: 
than it was possible for any other agen: 
to inflict, because it led his fight in the 
first race, and is his home paper. 

We believed, as The Telegraph did, that 
the governor made a fatal political blunder 


when he vielded to the threats of the fa- 
mous “97” as to what the call for an extra 
session should include—nine-tenths of whom 
voted against him at the primary, and ar

* “All of the above, with the exception of 
the first three types, are cleaned and washed 
regularly by the sanitary department, but 
only the gutters of the first three types are 
swept by the forees of this department, and 
then only when they are not engaged on 
other work. 

“The first type listed, namely Water Bound 
Macadam,” amounting to 40 per cent of the 
total streets paved, is not now considered 
a modern improved pavement. To this class 
should be added the streets paved with “Bel- 
gian Block,” which amount to 26 per cent 
of the total While “Belgian Block” has 
proved its permanency, it is not adapted tu 
modern vehicular traffic. From the fore- 
going, it will be seen that not less than 66 
per cent of Atlanta’s pavements are neither 
permanent nor modern, and that the problem 
of “re-paving” is equally as important as 
paving new streets. 

Bridges. 

“The necessity for bridges, underpasses and 
viaducts in the city is self-evident. The 
physical reasons are Atlanta’s peculiar topog- 
raphy, dense traffic, and the fact that the 
railroads have traversed the city in all di- 
rections to meet the growing demands for 
freight and passenger transportation facili- 
ties. ' 

“Our present public bridges, some 30 in 
number, have all been constructed within the 
past 25 years, and consist of steel or con- 
crete structures, or combinations of same 
built principally for the purpose of eliminat 
ing grade crossings. Grade crossings al 
a hindrance to traffic and are “death traps 
Obviously they add to the cost of operation ot 
the railroads, but paradoxical as it may seem, 
the railroad companies constantly and con 
tinuously fight plans for their abolition be- 
cause of the first cost incident to their re- 
moval. 

“The city of Atlanta has been more thai 
liberal with the railroad companies, allow 
ing scores of dangerous grade crossings tv 
remain, and in many instances has assiste: 
financially in the construction of bridges an 
viaducts over the railroad yards and track: 
Special attention is directed to this state- 
ment, in view of the fact that Atlanta’s Ter-

At the house of Ridley-Yates Co. on 
| Saturday, everything was primed and 
'readv for the visiting merchants the 
coming week. Most of their sales- 
men will be in to look after the wants 
of patrons and friends. 

P. D. Yates, president of the com- 
pany, was discussing the latest war 
move, and its effect on business, Satur- 
day. Being a keen and experienced 
business man, what he had to say will 
be read with interest. 

“Wall street speculation has negli- 
gible effect om spot cotton, wool and 
merchandise when there is not enough 
to go around,” said Mr. Yates. “I can- 
not conceive of any drastic action tak- 
en by this government in the world 
crisis that would have any immediate 
effect upon lowering prices generally. 

“The world’s wool supply as a man- 
}ufacturers’ problem, dependent on for- 
eign sources for more than half its 
wool, and assuming the great war has 


wholly cut off certain sources of sup- 
ply, and made reliance on others most 
uncertain, seems appalling to contem- 
plate. 


“National and state governments 
with us have done much to encourage 
agriculture and stock raising, but 
sheep and wool have not received their 
proper due. All this is an essential 
part of any patriotic national move- 
ment for preparedness for the posi- 
tion in which this country would find 
itself in war. With the United States 
utterly unable to supply the world’s 
demand for cotton, and manufacturers 
exporting a large part of their produc- 
tion to all parts of the earth. would 
it be reasonable to suppose that spec- 
ulation could demoralize prices in all 
lines? 

“The results obtainable from scien- 
tific study of buying and selling prom- 
ise to be at least as important as those 


| which have followed scientific study of 


production. But valuable as are the 
results obtainable from the study of 
either of these two groups of problems 
by itself, the gain in efficiency made 
possible by an accurate adjustment be- 
tween the two promises to be even 
more worth while.”

Moved Last Week Into Former 
Beutell Plant on Bellwood. 
Ready to Operate. 


Out at the former Beutell plant, on 
Bellwood avenue, things have been 
stirring the past week. 

It has been moving time for the Daw- 


son Bros. Manufacturing Co., the big 
pickle and vinegar makers, and getting 
their machinery and tanks and fixtures 
set up ready for quick production of 
the pure food products they are receiv- 
ing sO many orders for, was no easy 
job. 

But Jacob Dawson has been on the 
job almost day and night, and notwith- 
standing the old Peters street plant 
was deserted only early last week, the 
company will begin to turn out its 
product Monday morning. It will take 
a few weeks to get everything in apple- 
pie order, but Mr. Dawson declared the 
demand for his goods was too press- 
ing so delay longer than absolutely 
necessary, SO in less than a week the 
big plant has been removed and the 
force back at work turning out its 
usual quota of.jams, jellies, pickles and 
Vinegar. 

The new location is ideally fitted 
for the manufacturing company. Each 
Separate item of production will have 
its own floor or department, and with 
room and light and sanitary conditions 
the very best, Mr. Dawson declares 
there will not be another plant its su- 
perior in the United States. 

On Thursday orders were received 
for one carload of jellies each from 
Pittsburg, Boston and Brooklyn, and 
with a number of carload orders al- 
ready on file, the company is going 
to find itself exceedingly busy for 
some time to come. 

“I wish you would say for me,” said 
President J. L. Dawson, “‘that we do 
not want—nor can we contract for— 
cucumbers to be raised for us if they 
have to be shipped in by freight or ex- 
press. We are receiving a number of 
letters from distant points in Georgia, 
and some outside the state, in regard 
to these contraats. They evidently 
misunderstood what you told them in 
the Firling Line. It is only those 
farmers living within a radius of 20 
to 25 miles of Atlanta. They must: be 
near enough to gather the cucumbers 
and haul them to us in wagons or 
trucks the same day. This is obvious 
for two reasons. First, there wouldn't 
be much, if any, profit to the farmer 
who had to crate them and also pay 
express charges, as freight would be 
entirely too slow; and second, cucum- 
bers will heat overnight and ruin for 
pickling purposes. And nine chances 
out of ten any sent by rail would be 
piled up for more than 24 hours. 

“We have contracted with a num- 
ber of farmers around Atlanta, and 
cin contract with many more, as we 
are going to need lots of cucumbers, 
but we do not want to take the matter 
up with those not living within haul- 
ing distance of this city. If they were 
sand a salting station it would be dif- 
erent.”
